\ - The Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice will answer inquiries and 
issue rulings regarding the 
stabilization program, There 
are more than 360 IRS of- 
fices throughout the country 
where inquiries and com- 
plaints can be made, 
Requests for rulings and for 
exemptions or exceptions to 
stabilization regulations 
should be in writing and di- 
rected to the IRS district of- 
fice in the area where you live 
or work, There is at least one 
IRS district office in every 
state, 


Q - What court action can be 
taken against an individual or 
firm that violates a provision 
of the economic stabilization 
program? 

A - The Justice Department 
may seek a civil injunction 
to stop persons from raising

If this concept is pursued it 
will make an important contri- 
bution toward reviving the 
American economy and re- 
establishing our leadership in 
world trade and commerce, 

The need to increase pro- 
ductivity--to turn out better 
products at lower costs--is 
more pressing today than ever 
before in our peacetime his- 
tory. Responsible economists 
and the lessons of experience 
tell us that when wage increa- 
ses exceed the rate of increase 
in productivity the result is 
higher prices and continued 
unemployment, The obvious 
answer, of course, is to find 
ways to increase productivity 
so that wages and profits can 
both rise while prices sta- 
bilize and the rate of infla- 
tion decreases, 

Tax legislation which the 
Senate recently approved con- 
tains provisions that will help 
generate sound economic 
growth and more jobs by sti- 
mulating business and encou- 
raging consumer spending. 
But even with these provi-~ 
sions, the key to solving many 
of our present economic pro- 
blems is increased produc- 
ticity, which gives more take- 
home pay while insuring that 
the added pay is not eroded 
by increasing prices, as has 
been the case for the past 
six years,

The tax laws provide an 
annual depreciation allowance 
as a method of recovering 
the orginal cost of an asset, 
tax-free, This means that 
you can spread the cost over 
as many years as the asset 
is expected to be useful, For 
example, a doctor can deduct 
the cost of his instruments 
only by using this deprecia- 
tion allowance, 

Factors to be considered in 
computing the periodic depre- 
ciation of an asset are as 
follows; orginal cost, esti- 
mated residual value, and es- 
timated period of usefulness. 

Residual value of an asset 
is the amount expected to be 
realized when you eventually 
dispose of the asset, as trade 
in value, Cost less extima- 
ted residual value is the 
amount that is to be charged 
to depreciation expense during 


‘the asset’s life, 


The next step in figuring 


depreciation is to determine 


the useful life of the asset 
to be depreciated, The use- 
ful life of an asset depends 
on how long you expect to 
use it; its age when acquir- 
ed; your policies as to re- 
pairs, upkeep, and replace- 
ment, 

The Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice has released two publi- 
cations, Bulletin ‘‘F’’ andRe- 
venue Procedure 62-21, which 
contain. life estimates for 
many assets, For example, 
adding machines are estima- 
ted to be useful for 10 years, 
safes for 50 years, and off- 
ice equipment as a group for 
15 years, ; 

Once you have determined 
the useful life of your asset, 
you may divide its cost less 
residual value by the number 
of its useful years, In other 
words, if an asset has a use~ 
ful life of 10 years you 
would deduct 10% each year, 
This is the ‘‘straight-line’’ 
depreciation method, 

Under the ‘‘double-declin- 
ing-balance’’ method, a uni- 
form rate of twice the straight 
line rate is applied each year, 
The amount of depriciation 
taken each year is subtracted 
from the balance of cost less 
residual value before figur- 
ing the next year’s deprecia- 
tion, In other words, the 
same depreciation rate is ap- 
plied to a declining balance 
each year. 

In the sum-of-the-years di- 
gits method, you multiply a 
different fraction times the 
cost of the asset less resi- 
dual value each year. Ifthe 
useful life of the asset is five 
years the denominator of the 
fraction is 15. This is the 
total of the numbers repre- 
senting the years of use- 
ful life of the asset, Thus, 
when the useful life of the 
asset is five years, the frac- 
tion to be applied to figure 
depreciation the first year 


is 5/15, The fraction for the 
second year is .4/15 and so 
on, 


Finally, to be able to de- 
termine what your profits are 
going to be, you must be able 
to estimate to depreciation 
of your assets at all times,

Employers are faced with 
two special drug abuse prob- 
lems—not hiring a drug user 
and what to do with an em- 
ployee user. Both are equally 
complex, but sufficiently dif- 
ferent to be considered sepa- 
rately. First, the applicant. 

Elaborate detection sys- 
tems, urinalysis, lie detector, 
tests, police records, and ster- 
eotypes have limited value in 
screening an applicant. They 
short-circuit good personnel 
procedures and substitute for 
common sense. An applicant 
should be interviewed profes- 
sionally on qualifications and 
éxamined medically. These 
two functions are related but 
not exclusively dependent on 
the other. 

One company’s pre-employ- 
ment medical examination 
provided these observations 
to its personnel department: 


CASE 1—twenty-year-old 
applicant for position of 
porter, used marijuana 
while in service in Viet- 
nam; accepted from a 
‘medical standpoint for 
this position; 


CASE 2—applicant for 
service station trainee, 
currently on methadone 
treatment for past two 
years; upon receipt of an 
appropriate certification 
from the treatment cen- 
ter, applicant employable 
from a medical stand- 
point for this position; 


CASE 8—applicant for 
truck driver had been a 
regular user of heroin, 
but stated that he had 
been off the stuff for the 
past five months; ad- 
vised rejection of this 
applicant because of na- 
ture of thix occupation 
and lack of treatment 
certification. 

These are one company’s 
guidelint , not rules. They 
might be helpful to you in 
pre-employment situations.

$500,000 TO HELP FORESTRY PRACTICE 


A half million dollars has 
been made available to the 
small woodland owners of Al- 
abama to assist them in imp 
proving their woodlands, ac- 
cording to Ranger Gordon 
Drewery, County Forest Ran- 
ger, Alabama Forestry Com- 
mission, 


The money is to be used by 
the Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service (AS 
CS) to pay 80 percent of the 
costs of landowners for site 
preparation, tree planting, 
tree weeding or fire lane con- 
struction, The program will 


receive technical assistance 
from the Alabama Forestry 
Commission, 


Ranger Drewery stated that 
the 1800 small timber land- 
owners in Coffee County who 
won 137,092 acres must sign 
up for their assistance dur- 
ing the month of December, 
1971, to be eligible, Work 
will be carried out during 
1972, 

The basic idea behind the 
cost sharing program is that 
non - landowners in a com- 
munity benefit more from tim- 
ber sales than the landowfer 
and so should share in the ex- 


pense of establishing timbg 
stands, It is estimated that 
for every dollar paid toatim- 
berland owner for the pur- 
chase of timber the commu- 
nity benefits 17 dollars, This 
benefit to the community ap- 
pears as wages for cutting, 
hauling, and processing the 
timber; equipment purchases, 
gas and oil, and etc, 

The U, S, Chamber of Com- 
merce estimates that every 
8,000 acres of productive, 
managed timberland creates 
296 permanent jobs, In this 
way growing timber berefits 
everyone, 


FDA CHECKS CHRISTMAS TOYS FOR SAFETY " 


With Christmas so near, 
now would be a good time for 
parents of young children to 
be thinking about the safety of 
toys they are going to buy, 
Gifts of toys are tokens f love, 
It is important that they be 
chosen with care, It is tra- 
gic when a toy, meant tobring 
happiness, seriously injuresa 
child, 

Protecting children from 
unsafe toys is one of the re- 
sponsibilities of the Food and 
Drug Administration’s Bureau 
of Product Safety, The Child 
Protection and Toy Safety Act 
of 1969--which became effec- 
tive in January 1970--empo- 
wers the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration to remove and 
keep from the market toys 
and other children’s products 
with electrical, mechanical 
and thermal hazards, The 
law is aimed at reducing the 
estimated 700,000 injuries 
from toys that occur in and 
around the home annually, 

Bicycles were involved in 


the majority of the toy-asso- 
ciated injury cases, Other 
vehicle-type toys, suchas rol- 
ler skates, sleds, and tricy- 
cles were linked with most of 
the rest of these injuries, 
Dolls, homemaker items, such 
as toy stoves and irons, stuf- 
fed animals, chemistry sets, 
and molding equipment ac- 
counted for less thanl percent 
of the reported cases, 

No law can protect a child 
completely from all dangers. 
With approximately 12,000 toy 
firms in the country resulting 
in estimated sales of $3 bill- 
ion in toys each year and ap- 
proximately 83,000 entries of 
imported toys each year, com- 
plete surveillance of the toy 
market is impossible, 

With limited money and 
manpower resources diverted 
from other product safety pro- 
grams to toy safety activi- 
ties, FDA has obtained yolun- 
tary modifications of approxi- 
mately 74 types of toys iden- 
tified as having potential me- 
chanical hazards, Since De- 
cember 1970, approximately 


200 individual toy products 
have been banned, In most 
cases, these toys have been 
redesigned or production en- 
ded. 

Protecting children from 
unsafe toys is a parental as 
well as a governmental re- 
sponsibility, Consideration 
should be given to the age and 
size of the child, his abili- 
ty, and the area in which he 
plays with his toys, A toy 
that is safe for one child may 
be dangerous inthe hands of an 
unsupervised and less skillful 
younger brother or sister, 

Toy buyers in the family 
should reject those with ob- 
vious hazards--sharp points; 
rough or unfinished surfaces; 
small, detachable parts that 
may be swallowed; brittle 
plastic or glass that breaks 
easily and leaves sharp edges 
that may cut; poorly construc- 
ted toys with sharp spikes or 
pins that are exposed when the 
toy is pulled apart by a cur- 
ious child; toys with triggers; 
gears, or other parts activa- 
ted by a spring or motor that 


may pinch fingers or catch 
hair, ‘ 

Chemistry sets, rocket kits 
and similar toys should be 
bought only for children old 
enough to handle them wisely, 
Any minimum age recommen- 
ded by the manufacturers of 
such toys should be headed, 


Since wires can wear 
through, electric toys such as 
trains and ‘‘home appli- 


ances’’ for little girls should 
be checked periodically, Such 
toys should not be purchased 
for the very young, If an 
electrical toy must be bought, 
the child should be shown how 
to insert a plug safely into an 
electrical outlet and how to 
remove the plug. 

Special care must be taken 
with toys that have trailing 
loops and cords, A -child 
should be taught never to put 
these loops or cords around 
him in such a way that they 
may trip or choke him, Toy 
arrows should be tipped with 
some soft substance that can- 
not be removed, Care must 
be taken 


with suction tips, 


They can come off and ex- 
pose dangerously sharp ends, 

Care also must be taken 
with balloons--they can choke 
a child if accidentally taken 
into the mouth and block the 
windpipe, Whistles and toy 
instruments should not have 
parts (mouthpieces, for ex- 
ample) that can be easily de- 
tached, Children should be 
taught to sit or stand still 
when playing toy musical wind 
instruments, A push or fall 
can cause serious mouth or 
throat injury, 

In a study of bicycle injur- 
ies, ‘thorseplay’’ and collid- 
ing with obstructions were 
were the two leading factors 
contributing to accidental in- 
juries, 

FDA currently is deve,op- 
ing safety standards fox*foys 
and working with toy manu- 
facturers to correct hazards, 

With these activities, and 
with consumers exercising 
sound buying judgement and 
giving proper instruction to 
children, toys will bea source 
of enjoyment without tears,

Cheese As A Substitute 

Cheese is often used in place 
of meat, and for good reason, 
Three ounces of cheese provide 
the same amount of protein as 
three ounces of meat, poultry, or 
fish. They also equal the protein 
in three eggs, one and one fourth 
cups of baked beans, three 
fourths cup of cottage cheese, or 
four rounded tablespoons of pea- 
nut butter. 

On a calcium basis, one slice 
of American cheese (1 oz.) equals 
three fourths glass of milk. One 
half cup of creamed cottage 
cheese contains the same amount 
of calcium as one third glass of 
milk. And two tablespoons of 
cream cheese offer the calcium of 
one tablespoon of milk. 

Cheese also offers vitamin A, 
thiamin, riboflavin, and niacin 
equivalents. So cheese makes sig- 
nificant contributions to our diet, 
just as milk does.

PARTICIPATION IN AMERICA’S SPACE PROGRAM and 
service as a presidential helicopter are two highlights 
from the history of the history of the CH-34 ‘‘Choctaw’”’ 
helicopter that will be retired from the Army’s inventory 
at Ft. Rucker on Thursday (Dec, 16), 

To mark the occasion, four of the aircraft parti- 
pated in a ‘‘finalfly-by’’ over the main post on Wednesday 
(Dec, 8), : 

In 1957, President Eisenhower selected the CH-34 
as his personal helicopter, The aircraft that accompanied 
the President on his world tour in 1959 is on display at 
the U.S, Army Aviation Museum at Ft, Rucker. The mu- 
seum’s curator, Lt, Colonel William A, Howell (USA- 
Ret.), was commander of the first presidential flight de- 
tachment at that time, 

The Navy’s version of the CH-34 was usedto recover 
the capsule of the late Gus Grissom’s successful Gemini 
space shot, 

After April 1955 the U.S, Army-purchased 440 of 
the radial engine helicopter that has a gross weight of 
13,600 pounds and cruising speed of 100 miles per hour, 
There are now five CH-34’s at the Army Aviation 
School, According to officials of the school’s Department 
of Standards and Instructor Training, they are believed 
to be the only ones still inuseby active Army personnel. 
The five ships will be phased out at the close of training 
on Dec, 16, 

The helicopter began active duty with the 587th 
Light Helicopter Company, 8th Transportation Battalion, 
Ft. Sill, Okla., in June 1955, When the unit went to Ger- 
many in 1956, it transported 21 of the rotary wing aircraft 
overseas, Movement was accomplished on board the 
World War II aircraft carrier ‘‘Corregidor’’ from 
Mobile, Ala, 

The first concepts of airmobility and vertical 
envelopment were based on this helicopter at Ft, Benning, 
Ga, During the course of developmentin1957, it was con- 
sidered to be the world’s most heavily armed helicopter. 

Since 1959 the CH-34 has beenprimarily a training 
vehicle, It has been used in the Army Aviation School at 
Ft, Rucker to train aviators from virtually every country 
in the free world, In late 1968 the ‘‘Choctaw’’ was phased 
into National Guard units and training of their instructor 
pilots continued until this past summer, Since then the air- 
craft have been used at Rucker to give instructor pilot 
training to Air Force reserve officers, 

There were 1,887 ‘‘Choctaws’’ built during its pro- 
duction life by the Sikorsky Aircraft Company, Bridgeport,
